An ordinance providing for the 
paving and Improvement of the 
following main street» to-wit: Be­ 
ginning »t the intersection

West Main North and College 
Avenue; College Avenue West to

Chilton; West Main South to the 
Rail Road; East Main South to 
the Rail Road, and providing for 
an emergency.—O—.. 
Be it ordained by the City Coun­ 
cil of the City of Comanche. 
Texas: 
SECTION. 1: That the paving 
or improving of the following de­ 
signated public streets of the City 
of Comanche. Texas, is for the 
public interest to-wit: Beginning 
at the intersection of West Mam 
North and College Avenue. Col­ 
lege Avenue West to 7th 8treet; 
West 8econd from College Avenue 
North to Walcott Avenue: West 
3rd from College Avenue to Wal­ 
cott Avenue; Duncan Avenue from 
West Second to East Second; East 
Second from Duncan Avenue to 
South Main East;
